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Cost of dying 
rockets as 
the number 
of pauper’s 
funerals rise

SOARING funeral costs are pushing 
cash-strapped families to breaking point 
with fears of an increase in ‘pauper’s’ 
funerals. 

With costs now pushing £3,400 for 
an average funeral in Kent, experts warn 
the number of no-frills farewells funded 
by the public purse are set to rocket. 

In addition, the increasing fees 
charged for an average burial are plung¬ 
ing those left behind into debt as they 
struggle to meet the costs. 

The so-called pauper’s funerals - or 
public health funerals - are paid for by 
local authorities when families have 
no money to pay or people have no rela¬ 
tives or friends. They involve a burial 
or cremation, which might not be in 
the deceased’s local community, and a 
basic service. 


But while the numbers are tradition¬ 
ally low, they are on the rise, putting a 
strain on public funds. 

Medway Council and Swale Borough 
Council confirmed this week both had 
seen increases in recent years. 

Out of the 11 Kent councils who re¬ 
sponded to our request for figures, over 
the last two years some 6 7 people had to 
rely on the state to fund the disposal of 
their remai n s. 

Medway Council said since January it 
has provided nine cremations or buri¬ 
als, up on the total of six last year. 

Swale said there were four between 
April 2011 and April 2012, and had 
already footed the bill for two since April 
this year. 

A Swale council spokesman, who said 
all its public health funerals involved 
cremations, said the cost to the council 
is the burial or crematorium fee, which

Austere times will ‘see inevitable rise in pauper’s funerals’

had risen from £409 in 2009 
to £485 now. 

He added: "Each case is 
treated on its merit, however, 
if we know the deceased's 
wishes in the matter we would 
go with that option." 

In some cases, the council 
can claim costs back from the 
family or deceased's estate. 

Simon Cox, from financial 
services company Sun Life 
Direct, which commissioned a 
report on the problem, said 


burial and cremation fees - 
which make up a third of the 
total costs of a funeral - were 
rising fast in the area. 

"They are rising above 
inflation; during austere times 
it’s a way for councils to raise 
money," he said. 

"Funeral director costs 
haven't risen as fast although 
they have to take other factors 
into account; for example, the 
number of deaths over the last 
40 years has declined, but this 
is expected to rise by almost 


20 per cent in the next two 
decades." 

He said although people 
could get help through the 
Government's Funeral 
Payment scheme, which offers 
a one-off payment of around 
£1,200 to help pay costs, 
figures have shown more than 
half of the applications made 
last year were rejected. 

"We don't have a crystal 
ball, but the situation in terms 
of austerity measures means 
we won't see any money from 


central government. This 
situation will worsen and 
public health funerals are likely 
to increase," said Mr Cox. 

He said debt and despair had 
an awful impact on bereaved 
families. 

"Someone has just died, 
you're getting into debt - it’s 
very difficult," he said. 

"We're holding a Parliamen¬ 
tary meeting to discuss this 
issue in November. It needs 
more attention. More people 
need to be aware of this issue." 


Ian Driver is manager of a 
Kent branch of the Citizens 
Advice Bureau. 

He said: "In more deprived 
areas like Thanet it is becom¬ 
ing a real problem. During 
these austere times I think we 
will start to see an increase in 
people making enquiries about 
support for funeral costs. It's 
inevitable. 

"I’m sure we will see a rise in 
pauper's funerals too. There's 
no sign of things getting 
better."

COUNCIL chiefs in Medway are gearing 
up for a meeting with Deputy Mayor of 
London Victoria Borwick who will visit 
next month to discuss the controversial 
Thames Estuary airport. 

Ironically, the senior Tory, who was 
appointed in May, spoke publically last 
year in favour of a rail link between 
Heathrow and Gatwick - instead of a 
Thames Estuary airport. 

“It will be interesting to see what her 
view is now,” said director of regenera¬ 
tion at Medway Council Robin Cooper. 

“She’s on record, before getting the 
(deputy mayor) post, of saying she was 
in favour of high-speed rail links to link 
up existing airports. We have a similar 
view to that.” 

Mr Cooper said the meeting with Mrs 
Borwick on Thursday, November 22, 
will see the authority outline the alter¬ 
natives to a hub airport on the north 
Kent coast, explain the destructive im¬ 
pact it would have and take her on a site 
visit so she can see for herself the devas¬ 
tating effects such a development would 
have, not only on the environment but 
the people living there. 

Her upcoming visit follows numerous

attempts by Medway Council, some 
county MPs and Kent County Council 
to secure a meeting with London May¬ 
or, Boris Johnson. 

“We want to have a frank exchange 
of views on what the Mayor of London 
is proposing and also schemes he’s sup¬ 
porting, such as Lord Foster’s design,” 
said Mr Cooper. 

“It will be interesting to see which 
scheme the mayor is still backing and 
for us to get over the views of the people 
of Kent and Essex. 

“We want to get the message across 
of the impact it will have. This isn’t us 
being nimbys, this is the wrong place to

build an airport. 

“We’re not anti-airports, but we be¬ 
lieve there are alternatives to the 
Thames Estuary idea. We want to talk 
to Mrs Borwick and invite her to see the 
proposed sites for the airport, and see 
what her reaction is.” 

Last year, Mrs Borwick, a member of 
the Greater London Authority’s trans¬ 
port committee and former Tory party 
treasurer, put forward a proposal for 
‘Heathwick’ - a high-speed rail system 
linking the existing Heathrow and Gat¬ 
wick airports. 

Writing in a blog last year, she said: 
“Unfortunately we have put off a seri¬ 


ous discussion about the inadequacies 
of our present airport provision for too 
long. 

“We should have been confronting 
these strategic decisions years ago. Even 
radical solutions such as Boris John¬ 
son’s estuary airport - under present 
planning and legal regimes - could not 
be delivered in time to stop the slide 
against our competitors. 

“Boris Island, a planned multi run¬ 
way airport that would sit in the Thames 
Estuary, would take 2 5 years to deliver 
and cost £50 billion to construct. Lord 
Foster’s Isle of Grain has a similar price 
tag and time frame.”

Bee-ware, cost of honey is set to 
rocket as wet weather hits hives

THE PRICE of honey produced 
in Kent is set to soar after bee¬ 
keepers experienced one of the 
worst crops in recent history. 

Honey production is down 
by up to 60 per cent in some 
cases due to the wettest sum¬ 
mer in 100 years. It means lib 
in weight of the sticky sub¬ 
stance could rocket to £6.50 
by Christmas - compared to 
£4.50 today. 

The price is set to rise as a re¬ 
sult of the shortage, which will 
see bee-keepers feed their in¬ 
sects with an increased amount 
of syrup over the winter months 
to try and keep them alive. 

But there are also fears 
queen bees may not be strong 
enough to survive the cold 
months after suffering a poor 
mating season. 

Peter Hutton from Ton- 
bridge, who has been bee¬ 
keeping for 53 years, called this 
year’s honey production 
“dreadful” and said the weath¬ 
er has had an impact on keep¬ 
ers all over Britain. 

He said: “It’s not just county¬ 
wide, it’s countrywide. The 
bees weren’t building up until 
May, and this affected the line 
of nectar. 

“It’s a difficult time for bee¬ 
keepers, and everyone is affect¬ 
ed without the general public 
realising, but they will realise 
when it hits their pockets.” 

Mr Hutton believes his crop 
is down 40 per cent compared 



to last year, and said bad 
weather and the use of pesti¬ 
cides were having a negative 
effect on honey production. 

He added: “The price will 
only increase to a ceiling where 
people can afford it, so the 
well-off will be alright but the 
rest won’t.” 

The honey shortage comes 
at a time when apple crops are 
down 20 per cent compared to 
last year, and other farmers are 
struggling with the adverse 
weather conditions experi¬ 
enced earlier this year. 

Fellow bee-keeper Alasdair 
Bruce, who does not sell his 
honey, has also expressed con¬ 
cern about the production and 
called 2012 the “worst I have 


ever experienced”. 

Mr Bruce, from Margate, 
said: “Normally, you get a 
spring flow which really gets 
the hive in action with high 
levels of production, but what 
has happened this year is the 
whole cycle has been affected 
by the downturn. ” 

He added there may be a 
shortage of honey until the 
next growing period starts: 
“Most of the beekeepers, if they 
have a good year, will put some 
honey aside to make sure they 
are covered for the lean spells, 
but shops don’t understand it’s 
a finite resource. 

“The feedback I’m getting is 
that people think bee-keepers 
are making a huge profit,

Warning as antifreeze kills cats 


MORE cats have been poisoned in Medway-just 
streets away from where 10 cats were deliber¬ 
ately killed earlier this year. 

The spate of poisonings, believed to have been 
from antifreeze, has left the community around 
the Knight's Road area of Hoo devastated, with 
cat owners scared to let their pets outside. 

In January, we reported about 10 cats killed 
in St John’s Road, with the RSPCA believing it to 
be deliberate, although stressing that uninten¬ 
tional poisonings did occur through pesticides 
and other chemicals. 

However, one distraught owner said they 
believed "an evil person" was behind the 
incidents. While some antifreeze poisonings are 
accidental due to cats apparently liking the 
taste, Sally Turner, whose cat recently died, said 
there have been too many to be a coincidence. 

The 50-year-old said: "I took my cat to the vet 
and he had kidney failure caused by antifreeze. 

“I’m too scared to let my other cats out now, 
but I can't keep them inside. I'm so worried 
about losing them. The lady who lives four doors 
down from me lost two cats last Saturday from 
the same thing. 

"There's an evil person out there doing this." 


An RSPCA spokeswoman said the charity had 
seen a number of cat poisonings caused by 
ingesting antifreeze, due to either deliberate or 
accidental incidents. 

She said: "Members of the public should take 
care in storing it, while we also urge neighbours 
and communities to join together and be vigilant 
in terms of animal cruelty incidents in their area. 

“Perpetrators should be aware that because 
this has been happening frequently, this is 
indeed in the public conscience and that the 
majority of decent neighbours and communities 
will be looking out for each other and each 
other's pets and on the lookout for suspicious 
incidents or behaviour. 

"We would also ask perpetrators to be aware 
that deliberate poisoning using antifreeze could 
mean a £20,000 fine and/or six months in prison 
under the Animal Welfare Act. 

"Owners should be vigilant and contact a vet 
immediately if they suspect their pet may have 
been in contact with the chemical or if they see 
any warning signs. The sooner the cat is treated, 
the better their chances of survival."

Hunt is on for relatives 
of brave fallen, listed 
on restored memorial

IT has taken 25 years, and an anonymous dona¬ 
tion of £15,000, but next month a new war me¬ 
morial - commemorating the fallen heroes of 
World War One - will be finally unveiled. 

And now the hunt is on for relatives of those 
remembered to attend the dedication ceremony. 

The original memorial outside the Holy Trini¬ 
ty Church in Milton Regis was destroyed by the 
Great Storm of 1987 which wreaked havoc 
across the county. Since then, all that remained 
was a stump of stone from the original and a rose 
bush, planted to remember those who made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

To make amends, six years ago efforts began 
in earnest to construct a new memorial. But as 
fundraising efforts by the Milton Regis War Me¬ 
morial committee stepped up the economy took 
a nose-dive, and earlier this year those behind 
the idea prepared to shelve its existing plans and 
downsize. 

But after its plight was highlighted in the Sun¬ 
day Telegraph earlier this year, a generous mys¬ 
tery donor sent the campaign a cheque which 
covered nearly half of the £35,000 total cost. 

This allowed campaigners to finally get the 
memorial plans under way. And on October 13a 
special dedication ceremony will take place for 
one of the few new memorials built in the UK.

on Swale Borough Council. 

He explained: “We still don’t know who the 
person who donated the money was, but with¬ 
out them we were going to have to scale down 
our plans to a cheaper and smaller design. 

“It’s not often anywhere in the country has a 
new memorial, so we are delighted. 

“Fundraising had been the issue. Quite under¬ 
standably, people have been giving any spare 
money they have to charities which can immedi¬ 
ately help people. Our donor saved the day. 

“What we really want now is to appeal to any¬ 
one who thinks their relatives were on the me¬ 
morial to join us next month for the service.” 

However, the original copper plaque, rescued 
from the rubble of the destroyed memorial will 
not be returning. 

Having been moved to Sittingbourne with 
plans to return it when the new memorial was 
complete, fears cold-hearted crooks would swipe 
it means the names will instead appear engraved 
on Welsh black slate instead. 

“It looks stunning,” explained Cllr Tolhurst. 
“It has been crafted in Portland Stone and is a 
fitting tribute to those who have fallen. ” 

The memorial was designed and built by Elli¬ 
ott Brotherton, a well-respected stone mason 
who lives in New Romney, and has a studio in 
Rye.

Government gives the nod to plans 
for £650m dockside development

AMBITIOUS plans to transform a 26-acre site at 
Chatham docks are set to go-ahead after the 
Government approved the scheme. 

It was confirmed this week the secretary of state 
would not call in the plans - lifting a key hurdle. 

It means the Chatham Waters £650million 
project will be able to push ahead and in doing so 
create some 3,500 much-needed jobs. 

If all now goes to plan, work on the site will get 
under way next year. However, the development 
is unlikely to be complete for another 10 years. 

In all, 1.9 million sq ft will be transformed and 
will include office space, education facilities, an 
‘EventCity’ conference centre, and a hotel along¬ 
side 950 apartments and townhouses and a su¬ 
permarket. There will also be a civic square lined 
by large sweeping parkland boulevards and oth¬ 
er open spaces. 

Chatham Waters will be built by Peel Land 
and Property, one of the UK’s leading construc¬ 
tion companies. 

Peel already owns the land at Chatham Docks 
and is the firm behind a host of major UK devel¬ 
opments, including Media City at Salford Quays 
in Manchester - where both the BBC and ITV are 
major players - as well as Glasgow Harbour and 
the huge Trafford Centre shopping destination in 
Manchester. 


As such, it is seen as an essential part of 
Chatham’s on-going transformation and a key 
piece in the jigsaw of bringing more homes and 
businesses into the towns. 

The decision by the secretary of state, who was 
consulted due to the scale of the project, follows 
outline planning approval from Medway Coun¬ 
cil earlier this year, after two years of discussions 
with the council and a public consultation last 
year where Peel showcased its master plan and 
met with locals to gauge public opinion. 

Rodney Chambers, leader of Medway Council, 
said: “This is a major step forward for the regen¬ 
eration of Medway and a clear indication of how 
the areas is attracting significant investment. 


“Not only will it create thousands of jobs, but 
it will provide opportunities for further growth 
and unrivalled facilities for residents and visitors 
alike to enjoy and benefit from.” 

James Whittaker, development director at 
Peel, said: “Our proposals will regenerate and 
breathe new life into a significant area of the 
dockland and give the region a real economic 
boost. We have started on plans for the first 
phrase and hope to begin building next year.” 

When consulting members of the public about 
the plans, Peel found 90 per cent of those ques¬ 
tioned were in support of the scheme and more 
than 9 5 per cent were assured in would give the 
area a huge boost.

The improvements will help reduce the risk of 
bursts and leaks. 

A spokesman said: "We remain on course to 
complete the project by the end of the year."

RESIDENTS, including a woman in her 90s, fear 
for their future after a sheltered scheme for the 
elderly was told it faces closure and those living 
there are to be re-housed. 

Some 19 residents living in Wayne Court in 
Miller Way, Wainscott, are being consulted 
on the proposals which could see friends and 
neighbours separated after living side-by-side 
for years. According to one resident, among 
their number is a 93-year-old woman who faces 
having to leave Wainscott for the first time in 
her life. 

Landlords MHS Homes says it is consulting 
over plans to pull down the 25 homes, mostly 
studio flats, to replace them with much needed 
social housing. It says the one-bedroom studio 
flats are “not suitable for 21st century living” 
and are “no longer in demand”. Wayne Court, 
which comprises of nine flats and 16 bedsits, was 
built in 1967. 

MHS Homes chiefs say despite carrying out ex¬ 
tensive improvements over the years, there are a 
string of issues which cannot be solved without a 
complete rebuild. 

But worried residents, some of whom have se¬ 
rious medical conditions, have voiced concerns 
over their future. 

Yvonne Mason, 71, has severe breathing 
problems. She explained: “While we all under¬ 
stand the need for social housing, this is going to 
put a terrible strain on everyone here. 

“I even fear some of the most elderly people 
will struggle to survive being uprooted from 
their homes. 

“We were told if we want to stay in Wainscott 
we would have to look at social housing. But 
when you’ve been used to living in sheltered ac¬ 
commodation with carers and support on hand, 
that’s not an easy decision to make. 

“It’s all very upsetting. My daughter lives just 
five minutes away which means I can visit her 
on my mobility scooter. If I’m moved a few miles 
away I might as well be 50 miles away.” 

MHS Homes says the consultation period on 
the site runs until October 10 and up until 
then no decision will be made. But it vows no 
resident will be left out of pocket and all will be 
found suitable accommodation in areas they are 
happy with. 

A spokesman explained: “Lifts and stair lifts 
have been installed and wherever possible the 
flats have been converted into self-contained ac¬ 
commodation, however the small one-roomed 
studio flats are unsuitable for 21st century living 
and are no longer in demand. 

“The homes at Wayne Court are primarily 
small studio apartments, which means the bed¬ 
room and lounge areas are combined with a tiny 
kitchen area and shower facilities. 

“The small studio flats are situated on several 
different levels and although there are chair lifts 
in place it makes the corridors difficult and labo¬ 
rious for some older people to negotiate.” 

Sheltered housing manager Sue Rudd ex¬ 
plained: “It is no longer acceptable to have a 
combined bedroom and lounge area. Older 
people are more independent now and require 
accommodation to meet the demands of 
longer living.” 


Should the closure go through, every house¬ 
hold will receive a ‘home loss’ payment of 
£4,700, with a disturbance payment of up 
to £2,500 to cover their “reasonable” out of 
pocket expenses. 

The spokesman added: “The residents will 
have the choice of where they would like to be 
relocated and will be offered one-bed flats or 
bungalows in their chosen area. Viewings of 
properties will be arranged and they will be 
transported to these appointments, and any as¬ 
sistance required for benefit changes and form 
filling will be given by MHS staff. ”

We miss out on cash from 
new foreign lorry tax levy

DAMAGED roads, hellish conges¬ 
tion and lay-bys used as toilets - but 
still Kent won’t see a penny of for¬ 
eign lorry tax to help tackle ongo¬ 
ing problems on our roads. 

In what is a slap in the face for Kent 
County Council, the Government has 
continually refused to agree to part 
with any of the £23 million expect¬ 
ed to be generated by the incoming 
foreign haulier charges. 

This is despite Kent bearing the 
brunt of foreign lorries, with 8 7 per 
cent of all international road haul¬ 
age coming into the UK through 
Dover and the Channel Tunnel. 

Newly appointed transport secre¬ 
tary Patrick McLoughlin an¬ 
nounced that foreign lorry drivers 
using UK roads will be charged £10 
a day in a bid to “level the playing 
field” for British hauliers. 

Currently, those coming from 
overseas contribute nothing, while 
UK drivers must pay tolls on the 
Continent. Foreign lorry drivers 
also fill up on cheaper fuel abroad. 

County Hall chiefs welcomed the 
incoming charges, but demanded the 
Treasury invest some of the money 
back into Kent to repair roads and 
fund major transport projects. 

KCC has long campaigned for the 
introduction of such a tax due to 


the continual damage to roads, lay¬ 
bys used as toilets and stopovers for 
drivers, and congestion caused by 
Operation Stack - when lorries are 
parked on the M20 during disrup¬ 
tion at the ports. 

Hundreds of crashes have also 
occurred over the years involving 
foreign lorry drivers. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: 
“A significant amount of money 
can now be raised. But this addi¬ 
tional income must be invested in 
maintaining and improving our 
road network. We want assurances 
the extra revenue generated by lor¬ 
ry charging goes to fixing the dam¬ 
age caused by foreign trucks.” 

Draft legislation will be published 
next month, with the fees introduced 
before the next General Election in 
2015. Charges could amount to as 
much as £1,000 a year per vehicle. 

Mr McLoughlin said the propos¬ 
als will deliver a vital shot in the 
arm to the UK haulage industry. 

“By introducing charges we will 
create a level playing field, increas¬ 
ing UK competitiveness and boost¬ 
ing growth.” 

The Treasury and Department 
for Transport told this newspaper 
there are no plans to hand any of 
the generated funds to Kent.

Warning to students to be on 
alert for brain bug meningitis 


BE SURE YOU’RE ALERT TO THE SYMPTOMS 


MENINGITIS is caused when the protec¬ 
tive membranes covering the brain and 
spinal cord become inflamed, usually as a 
result of an infection. 

There are two main forms: 

Bacterial meningitis - Needs to be 
treated with antibiotics immediately. 

The sooner effective treatment is given, 
the more likely a person is to make a full 
recovery. 

Viral meningitis - Although it can make 
you feel very unwell, treatment is usually 
rest and painkillers and most people tend 
to make a full recovery within two weeks 
without being admittted to hospital. 

■ Symptoms include headaches, a stiff 
neck, dislike of bright light, fever, drowsi¬ 
ness, vomiting and diarrhoea. 

■ Meningitis can kill in less than four hours, 
which is why it’s vital to know the signs. 

■ Those aged 14 to 24 are second most 
at risk, particularly students who are 
believed to be more susceptible due to 
living in close proximity to others.

YOUNGSTERS flying the nest to embark 
on university courses are being urged 
to be on the look out for the potentially 
fatal brain bug, meningitis. 

The disease can be particularly viru¬ 
lent among those living in close proxim¬ 
ity with one another and can kill in less 
than four hours unless treated. 

Parents and relatives are now being 
urged to ensure students are alive to the 
risks and make themselves aware of the 
symptoms, which are often overlooked 
as bearing the same hallmarks of a 
hangover or too many late nights. 

Thousands of students headed off last 
week as freshers week got under way at 
universities across the UK - including 
the numerous campuses across Kent - 
with many living in student halls or 
shared houses. 

Teenagers and students are the sec¬ 
ond most at risk group, only behind 
children under five, and it is estimated 
30 per cent of young people carry the 
organism which can spark meningitis. 

Colum McGuire is vice president of 
welfare of the Kent Union, the students’ 
body for the University of Kent. 

He explained: “When you have so 
many young people meeting in such a 
short amount of time from all over the 
world, it’s bound to be more prevalent. 

“The main issue is the symptoms are 
the same as a hangover. So students 
might just dismiss it - that’s why it’s im¬ 
portant to get the message out. 

“We put little cards in our welcome 
packs and we also get our radio station 
to go through the symptoms.” 

Signs of meningitis include head¬ 
aches, vomiting, feeling stiff and a 
dislike of bright lights. 

However, many students wait for a 
rash to appear before seeking medical 
attention, which can lower the chances 


of dealing with the disease successfully. 

Chief executive of the Meningitis Trust, 
Sue Davie, said: “Meningitis can be a 
difficult disease to spot - particularly at 
this time of year - as many of its early 
symptoms can be similar to those of flu. 

“We urge everyone to familiarise 
themselves with the symptoms, trust 
their instincts and get urgent medical 
help if concerned. Doing this could save 
yours or a loved one’s life.” 

Every year, 3,400 cases of meningitis 
are reported in the UK, killing 10 per 
cent of those with the disease. 

Parents are also being urged to check 
their child has had the MMR vaccina¬ 


tion to eliminate the risk of an outbreak 
of mumps and measles. 

The two viruses also frequently take 
hold in universities and undergraduates 
are being asked to check if they have 
been vaccinated. 

Consultant in public health medicine 
for NHS Kent and Medway, Dr Faiza 
Khan, said: “Measles and mumps are 
serious illnesses that can spread rapidly 
in colleges and universities and can be 
very unpleasant. 

“If they need the MMR vaccine, they 
should arrange this when they register 
with a doctor at their university or 
college.”

Commander officially 
unveils name of bridge

THE bridge linking Chatham 
Maritime with St Mary’s Island 
was officially named the HMS 
Chatham Bridge this weekend 
at a ceremony attended by a 
Royal Navy commander. 

Royal Navy frigate the HMS 
Chatham was a regular visitor 
to Chatham Maritime prior to 
being decommissioned last year. 
Commander Simon Hunting¬ 


don OBE, was in command of 
the vessel during her final visit 
to Chatham in November 
2010, and it was he who un¬ 
veiled the name at a special 
ceremony on Saturday. 

Other dignitaries included 
Medway’s mayor and local 
Royal Navy veterans. Sea Ca¬ 
dets and Sea Scouts provided 
drill displays, along with guard 
and escort duties. 

A spokesman for the event 
explained: “In 1990, HMS 


Chatham became the first war¬ 
ship to be commissioned out¬ 
side a Royal Navy establish¬ 
ment - the dockyard had closed 
six years earlier - ending 
Chatham’s 400-year link with 
the Royal Navy. 

“However, the ship made 
regular visits to Chatham 
throughout her busy history. 

“She was the principal naval 
presence when Hong Kong was 
handed back to China, fired the 
first rounds of the second Gulf 
War, and provided enormous 
assistance to victims of the 
Christmas tsunami in the Indi¬ 
an Ocean - for which the ship 
and her crew received the 
Firmin Sword of Peace in rec¬ 
ognition of their efforts. 

“In 2009, the ship was de¬ 
ployed off Somalia where she 
dealt, very effectively, with pi¬ 
rates, sinking a number of their 
vessels in the process. 

“Thousands explored the 
ship during her final visit, dem¬ 
onstrating the enormous affec¬ 
tion that exists locally towards 
the Royal Navy.”

speed may mitigate the effects - but 
how far do you take that? Inappro¬ 
priate speed for the road and condi¬ 
tions is a genuine cause, but is vari¬ 
able and little to do with a posted 
speed limit; set these days as much 
for political reasons as safety. 

“Such accidents are a small mi¬ 
nority. Many more are caused by 
inattention, failures of judgment 
and drink or drugs. 

“All those reasons demand better 
education and training as well as 


enforcement. Why then do we con¬ 
tinue to lavish so much money and 
effort on the camera partnerships 
and just one aspect?” 

A new campaign has been 
launched this week by the safety 
camera partnership. 

Information boards will be going 
up at roadside camera sites show¬ 
ing how many lives have been 
saved and serious injuries prevent¬ 
ed so drivers can see how effective a 
particular camera has been.

THE number of deaths and serious 
injuries in crash hot spots has re¬ 
duced dramatically, according to 
the Kent and Medway Safety Cam¬ 
era Partnership. 

New figures have shown a 72 per 
cent drop - from 363 people in the 
three years before fixed speed cam¬ 
eras were installed to 103 between 
2009 and 2011. 

Mobile cameras, which move 
around the county, have also 
helped cut deaths and casualties by 
6 7 per cent, from 118 prior to them 
being introduced to 62 in the last 
three years. 

Spokesman Katherine Barrett 
said in the 10 years the 


partnership has been running it 
has been determined to reduce the 
number of speed-related crashes. 

“Our latest research clearly 
shows the benefit of safety cameras 
in casualty reduction is substan¬ 
tial,” she said. “In real terms, fixed 
and mobile safety camera figures 
combined represent the equivalent 
of 386 lives saved, or people being 
saved from potentially life-chang¬ 
ing injuries.” 

Across the county there are 77 
fixed safety camera sites, all in¬ 
stalled at specific locations due to a 
history of speed-related crashes in 
which people have died or been se¬ 
riously injured. 

“In the majority of areas, the 
message is definitely getting 
through to driv¬ 
ers, though 
there are still 
some where 
motorists are 
failing to heed 
speed warn¬ 
ings, and 
where fatal or

same or 
slightly in¬ 
creased,” said 

Ms Barrett. 

“We regularly review the ef¬ 
fectiveness of cameras at these 
sites and continue to explore 
other ways of reducing speeds 
and casualties.” 

But Ian Taylor, Kent spokes¬ 
man for the Association of Brit¬ 
ish Drivers, said to attribute the re¬ 
duction in crashes to speed cameras 
was “potentially dangerous”. 

“Overall, there has been a de¬ 
crease in accidents, deaths and in¬ 
juries. That is always welcome 
news,” he said. 

“But the drop is partially due to 
the economic downturn, resulting 
in less traffic. Statistics of this kind 
need to also take traffic volumes 
into account. There is also little at¬ 
tempt to correlate the figures with 
the actual causes of the accidents. 

“Speed alone never caused any 
accident, death or injury - slower

Noisy neighbour’s stereo is 
seized after Robbie racket

A NOISY neighbour who blared out tracks by 
Celine Dion, Chris de Burgh and Robbie Williams 
has seen his stereo confiscated after a string of 
complaints. 

Medway Council stepped in after reports of loud 
music causing a nuisance at the home of Mark Sig- 
ston in Ouinnel Street, Rainham, last October. 

Officers from the environmental 
protection team visited the 31-year- 
old’s address several times to ask 
him to keep the noise down. 

But all their approaches were 
rebuffed so they served Sigston 
with a noise abatement notice in 
February. 

Council officers continued mon¬ 
itoring the situation to see if he was 
still playing his music loudly. 

On one occasion, they were outside 
his home and heard him belting out tunes 
such as Angels by Robbie Williams, Firework by 
Katy Perry and Who Knew by Pink. 

Weeks later, during an evening visit, they heard 
tracks like Celine Dion’s All By Myself, Lady in 
Red by Chris de Burgh and George Benson’s The 
Greatest Love of All being played loudly. 

In May, the council obtained a warrant from 
the courts allowing them to temporarily seize 
Sigston’s stereo equipment. 



Peace and quiet then momentarily returned to 
Ouinnel Street. 

On July 11, council officers returned Sigston’s 
stereo to him, as they had to under the terms of 
the warrant. 

He was again warned that if he breached the 
abatement notice again his equipment would be 
seized and he would face prosecution, as well as 
the possible loss of the sound equipment. 

Just three days later, officers were called to 
. a noisy party at Sigston’s address. This 
time the team seized his stereo, TV 
and computer as they all could be 
used to play music loudly. 

He was invited to be inter- 
* i viewed under caution, but didn’t 
m respond and a case was prepared 
W for court. 

> “ Sigston appeared at Medway 
Magistrates Court this month and 
pleaded guilty to three charges of 
breaching a noise abatement order. 

He was given a conditional discharge for 
12 months and a forfeiture order for his CD play¬ 
ers, mixers, amplifier and speakers. 

Magistrates told Sigston he would not be get¬ 
ting them back and ordered him to pay £1,100 
in legal and investigation costs. 

Cllr Mike O’Brien, portfolio holder for commu¬ 
nity safety and customer contact, said: “There is 
nothing worse than annoyingly relentless loud 
music being played by a neighbour.”

The highwayman who 
became a folk hero

THE phrase “stand and deliver” is synonymous 
with an extravagantly clad masked horseman 
pointing his pistol at an unfortunate traveller and 
relieving him of their money and belongings. 

And a few hundred years ago such men did 
indeed prowl the isolated country lanes of Kent. 

Coaches and travellers on horseback were 
their prey, and while the use of militia and 
soldiers eventually bought an end to the exploits 
of the ‘knights of the road’ they have passed into 
legend and popular culture, from Dick Turpin to 
Adam Ant. 

And among the most profitable targets were 
those rich enough to travel by stagecoach 

A mail coach between London and Dover start¬ 
ed daily operation in 
1785, leaving the capi¬ 
tal at 8pm and arriving 
in Dover at 6.30am in 
time for a daylight cross¬ 
ing to France. 

Other towns also be¬ 
gan to get the service, 
while coaching inns 
sprang up which offered 
night-time accommoda¬ 
tion for passengers and 
driver, and a change of 
horses during the day. 

Turnpike roads, paid 
for and maintained by local landowners who 
charged travellers to use them, made progress 
easier, but also attracted the highwaymen who 
were often tipped off by locals when rich pickings 
were on the road. 

Records still exist of robbers who haunted 
the King’s Highway during the 17th and 18th 
centuries. The confession of a Highway Robber 
under Sentence of Death in 1751, can be found 
in the Centre for Kentish Studies. 

It reads: “I, William Lee,... aged 22 years,... 
husbandman,... do depose... that I left my father 
on New Years Day last on account of a young 
woman, who I had been familiarly acquainted 
with, but unwilling to marry... (F)alling into 
bad company, (I) was seduced to take to the 
highway and committed about half a dozen 
robberies... (I) was apprehended... within one 
week... I dye in the Protestant Faith and... beg 
all young men would take warning by me, be¬ 


ware of bad company and Sabbath breaking”. 

John Nevison was one of Britain’s most flam¬ 
boyant highwaymen and much of his legend 
arose from one north Kent exploit which took 
place before the advent of stagecoaches. 

One summer morning in 1676, a traveller at 
Gads Hill was robbed by Nevison. 

The highwayman then made his escape on a 
bay mare, crossed the River Thames, by ferry 
and galloped towards Chelmsford. 

After resting his horse for half an hour, he rode 
on to Cambridge and Huntingdon, resting 
regularly for short periods during the journey. 

Eventually, he found his way to the Great 
North Road where he turned north for York. 

He arrived in York at sunset after a journey of 
more than 200 miles, washed and changed his 
clothes, then strolled to a bowling green where 
he knew the lord mayor 
was playing. 

Legend has it he then 
laid a bet on the out¬ 
come of the match - and 
made sure the lord may¬ 
or remembered the time 
the bet was laid - 8pm 
that evening. 

Later, Nevison was 
arrested for the robbery, 
but produced the lord 
mayor as his alibi wit¬ 
ness and the court re¬ 
fused to believe a man 
would have committed a crime at that time in 
Kent and ridden to York by 8pm the same day. 

He was found not guilty and emerged as a folk 
hero, even impressing the king of England 
Charles II - but he was eventually executed for 
killing a man in a separate incident. 

After his death the following song became 
popular: 

Did you ever hear told of that hero, 

Bold Nevison it was his name, 

And he rode about like a brave hero, 

And by that he gained a great fame, 

Now when I rode on the highway, 

I always had money in store. 

And whatever I took from the rich 
Why I freely gave it to the poor. 

I have never robbed no man of tuppence 
And I’ve never done murder nor killed. 

Though guilty I’ve been all my lifetime 
So gentlemen do as you please.

Give us a fair share of lorry cash 


While the news of plans to charge foreign HGVs for using our roads 
is to be welcomed - it is vital the money generated is fairly allocated 


WHAT very good news it is to 
hear that the new secretary of 
state for transport has an¬ 
nounced the Government is to 
go ahead and implement road- 
user charging for HGVs. 

Kent County Council has 
long campaigned for such a 
charge and we are delighted 
the Government has, at long 
last, listened to our views. 

Patrick McLoughlin, the 
transport minister, must be 
congratulated. Within a couple 
of weeks of taking up office he 
has managed to score a great 
win for British business. 

Firstly, he is ensuring foreign 
lorry drivers pay to use UK 
roads, mirroring the situation 
for British trucks travelling on 
European roads. 

Secondly, he has managed to 
comply with the ever-present 
and tiresome requirements of 
the EU regulators and thirdly, 
he has done all this without 
disadvantaging UK hauliers. 

While foreign operators will 


have to pay up to £1,000 per 
year, the UK haulier charge 
will be off-set through reduced 
Vehicle Excise Duty. 

All in all, a good day’s work, 
and he should quite rightly be 
feeling pleased with himself. 

However, I call on him now 
to acknowledge the vital role 
Kent plays as the gateway be¬ 
tween the UK and Europe. 

Kent has long suffered the 
impact of 90 per cent of all for¬ 
eign HGVs entering the UK 
through our beautiful county. 
We all know what these im¬ 
pacts are: Congestion on our 
main routes: damage caused to 
our roads, lay-bys and country 
lanes; and who can ignore the 
massive disruption in the east 
of the county when Operation 
Stack is implemented when the 
French have an industrial dis¬ 
pute or we experience extreme 
cross-Channel weather? 

With this recent announce¬ 
ment, Patrick McLoughlin 
needs to ensure that when he is 


overseeing the drafting of the 
necessary legislation to invoke 
this charge, there is clear provi¬ 
sion for a proportion of the rev¬ 
enue raised to be reinvested in 
the county that is bearing the 
burden of 90 per cent of foreign 
HGV traffic. I hope he will fight 
the Treasury and insist some of 
this new tax revenue is re¬ 
turned to Kent. 

Top of the list must be the 
provision of a number of suita¬ 
ble overnight lorry parks, to¬ 
gether with a strict enforce¬ 
ment campaign to stop foreign 
lorry drivers parking in lay-bys 
on the A2 and A20, in local vil¬ 
lages and other unsuitable and 
unsafe roads in our county. 

I would like to share with 
KoS readers part of a letter that 
I received last week from a resi¬ 
dent from just outside Canter¬ 
bury; I have received hundreds 
of similar letters like this over 
the last year. 

They said: “The use of the 
lay-by is disruptive to our lives.

Worst of all is the overnight 
lorry parking. Refrigerated lor¬ 
ries keep us awake all night. 
Non-refrigerated lorries leave 
engines on and disturb us in 
the middle of the night or early 
morning when they warm up 
their engines and accelerate up 
the hill. 

“We have witnessed drivers 
urinating in the lay-by and 
worse. They throw rubbish into 
the bushes and we have been 
asked for food and drink as 
there is nowhere to obtain 
these. We have also had verbal 
abuse thrown at us when ask¬ 
ing the drivers why they choose 
to park here and interrupt our 
sleep. Such drivers can become 
threatening and approaching 
them is very frightening. ” 

Kent’s residents really de¬ 
serve better, Kent needs a fair 
share of the HGV road charg¬ 
ing revenue.

IN HIS article of September 16, 
Chris Murphy has confused 
the V-l and V-2 weapons used 
by the Germans in the closing 
stages of World War Two. 

The V-2, or Vengence 
weapon 2, was indeed a 
rocket-propelled bomb, but it 
was not the precursor to the 
Cruise missile. 

The V-2 was actually, as 
the article later states, the 
forerunner to the ballistic 
missile and the space rocket. 

The V-l, variously called by 
the Allies the buzz bomb or 
doodlebug, was the precursor 
of the Cruise missile. 

The V-l was a small pilotless 
plane powered by a ram jet 
engine which was halfway 
between a jet and a rocket 
engine. These were the 
missiles which some Allied 
pilots tried to tip over with 
their wings. This was to avoid 
flying through the debris if 


they managed to detonate the 
explosive it carried. 

As the article states, the 
V-2 travelled at three times 
the speed of sound and fell 
almost vertically. 

There was no defence 
against it once launched, even 
the sound of its approach was 
only heard after the impact.

We’ve fought 
animal exports 

WHEN the live animal export 
trade re-started at Ramsgate 
Port in May, 2011, we were 
in opposition at Thanet District 
Council (TDC). 

We expressed our repulsion 
of the trade by putting a motion 
to council to seek all legal 
avenues in order to stop it. 

This motion was agreed 
unanimously. This was our 
first victory. 

When Labour became the 
ruling administration of TDC 
we vowed that we would 
continue the fight against 
the live export trade, using the 
legal framework and showing 
a zero tolerance of any 
infringement of the animal 
welfare regulations. 

Our rigorous action and 
determination meant the 
lorries were inspected very 
thoroughly, as they should. 

It then became apparent 
that on several occasions the 
lorries or the animals were 
unfit for further travel. 

This led to our decision as 
TDC Cabinet to suspend the 
trade in live animal exports 
out of Ramsgate Port on the 
grounds that it does not have 
adequate facilities to care for 
the animals and that there is 
no control post nearby to take 
them. 

The Government, as the 
competent authority under 
the EU Regulation 2005/1, 
is responsible for setting up 
such a control post but, so 
far, they have not complied 
with this requirement, in 
spite of a promise they made in 
July, 2011. 

The suspension of this 
awful trade by the Labour 
administration of TDC shows 
we take our responsibility 
seriously and that we are not 
afraid of taking the necessary 
actions, using the legal 
framework to pursue our aims. 

We stood for election on 
our manifesto which stated 
that we would defend the 
rights of animals. 

We fought for this to 
happen when we were in 
opposition and we are 
delivering now that we are 
the ruling administration.

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Car hire rules leaving 
elderly at crossroads 


9 RECENTLY a reader wrote to 
you about problems finding 
travel insurance for older 
. I have a similar problem when 
it comes to car hire. 

THE law in Britain does not 
lay down any maximum age 
for hiring a car, but lots of hire 
firms will not rent a car to anyone 
over 75, or even over 70. This is 
because their insurance company 
will not provide cover. Avis (0844 581 
0147) has a good reputation for 
hiring to older motorists, and Hertz 
(0870 844 8844) says it has no 
upper age limit as long as you have a 
clean licence. A useful tip is to keep in 
mind that there can be variations 
within the same company, with some 
branches accepting older drivers and 
some not, because they use different 
insurers - so check with the branch. 

Q PLEASE could you tell me how 
stocks and shares Isas are 
performing? I have already 
invested in a cash Isa and now I am 
thinking of savings a monthly amount 
in shares. 

THERE are a few thousand 
different Isa funds that invest 
in stocks and shares. Some 
aim to be safe and steady, while some 
are more speculative. Some invest in 
particular types of shares - mining, 
for example - or shares linked to parts 
of the world, such as Asia or South 
America. Unless you can spend some 
time learning more and judging 
which funds would suit your pocket 
and your willingness to take risks, 
consider sticking to a tracker fund. 

This will match movements in the 
Footsie-100 share index, and charges 
are low. 

Q I HAVE been trying to contact 
Prudential Assurance regarding 
a life policy. Do you have a 
current address for the company, 
please, as I cannot seem to get in 
touch? 

The Prudential used to have a 
huge headquarters in London, 
but its various divisions 
scattered some years ago. You should 
now write to the Customer Service 
Centre, Prudential, Stirling FK9 4UE, 
or call 0800 000 000. If writing, give 
your policy number so records can be 
traced.

received from Care Home Claims 
Ltd, requesting information 
my late mother. I am dubious 
about people promising much and 
delivering little, and this company is 
asking for 25pc plus VAT out of any 
money it recovers. 

CARE Home Claims - which 
also calls itself Beadieye and 
Legal Eye - is a claims manage¬ 
ment company, licensed by the 



Ministry of Justice. It files compensa¬ 
tion claims on behalf of people who 
believe they may have suffered 
injury or financial loss. In particular, 
the company has been running a 
campaign aimed at families who have 
paid nursing or care home fees for a 
relative diagnosed with Alzheimer’s or 
dementia. There is a case for saying 
that anyone who is ill should have 
care provided by the NHS, and if the 
family had to pay, then they should be 
able to recover some of the cost from 
local NHS funds. Claims management 
companies are not cheap. Typically, 
they charge between 25pc and 30pc 
of whatever compensation they win. 
Many firms that have taken fees up 
front have ceased trading, leaving 
customers hundreds of pounds worse 
off. There is no guarantee of success, 
but Care Home Claims says it asks for 
no money up front. If you stick to this, 
it would do no harm to see if you could 
make a claim. 

Q CAN you tell me why Natwest 
and Barclays have paid interest 
gross on my fixed interest 
bonds, instead of deducting tax at 
source? Both banks say these are the 
rules, but I think many people will get 
a shock when the HM Revenue sends a 
tax demand. 

ANYONE who looked at the 
superficial advice on the 
Revenue’s own website would 
certainly be puzzled. It says that bank 
and building society interest is taxed 
at source at the basic rate of income 
tax. However, there are exceptions. 

To find them, you really need a study 
a 145-page guide that the Revenue 
issues to financial institutions. One 
of the exceptions is that no tax is 
deducted from interest paid on a 
“qualifying time deposit”. This is a 
fixed-term bond that runs for up to five 
years and holds a minimum invest¬ 
ment of £50,000. You have told me 
that both your bonds are for £50,000, 
so Natwest and Barclays are right to 
pay your interest in full. Of course, you 
still have to declare it on your tax 
return. The only difference is that you 
will receive a bill from the taxman 
instead of seeing the tax deducted 
before your interest arrives.

BEDSIDE MATTERS: NHS continuing healthcare funding will pay for some people's health care during a specific time 

Cut-off for health care 
funding refunds looms 


Are you or your relatives due a refund for long-term 
care? ADAM AIKEN looks at the complicated world 
of ‘continuing healthcare’ 


A DEADLINE for refunds of the cost of 
nursing care is rapidly approaching, 
with experts warning that people 
who ovgershoot the cut-off date will 
miss the chance of a payout for good. 

Under something called ‘continu¬ 
ing health care’, thousands of people 
who were charged for their care could 
be entitled to a refund from the NHS. 

Continuing health care is not the 
most widely-known scheme, and it is 
not always clear who should be eligi¬ 
ble for it. 

Put basically, if the primary need 
of someone receiving care is health- 
related rather than age-related, they 
may be eligible for continuing-care 
help. But even then, they will be 
subject to further assessments to see 
if they tick the right boxes. 

When you have long-term care 
needs, it is usually obvious whether 
the help you need is the responsibili¬ 
ty of the NHS or of social services. 

But if you have complex needs, the 
boundaries between health and so¬ 
cial care may not always be clear. 

Because services provided by the 
NHS are free whereas those arranged 
by social services are means-tested, 
the outcome of any decision as 
to who has overall responsibility 
for your care can have significant 


financial consequences. 

Earlier this year, the Government 
announced a time limit for people 
seeking refunds. 

The deadline for claims from be¬ 
fore April, 2004, has already passed, 
and the cut-off point for between 
April, 2004 and March, 2011, is at 
the end of this month. 

Claims should be made to the pri¬ 
mary care trust (PCT) covering the 
area where the person was living 
during the time of the care. 

Don’t get your hopes up too high 

Julie Jordan, a health care lawyer 
at Mills & Reeve and former inde¬ 
pendent chairman of an NHS 
Continuing Healthcare Independent 
Review Panel, said only a small 
minority of people would qualify for 
refunds. 

“Continuing health care funding 
is available to patients who have a 
‘primary health need’ - that is, their 
needs are mainly for health care as 
opposed to personal and social care,” 
she said. 

A crucial point to bear in mind is 
that only those people who should 
have had their cases assessed at the 
time will be able to claim successfully. 

Ms Jordan said: “A claimant will 


need to satisfy the relevant PCT that 
it ought to have carried out an 
assessment of the patient’s needs at 
the time the care was provided and 
had failed in its duty to do so. 

“Where the PCT was not aware of 
the patient or his or her needs at that 
time, there was no duty to carry out an 
assessment during the episode of care, 
and there is no present duty to carry 
out a retrospective assessment.” 

This technical, but important 
point, means that many people may 
have had their hopes raised with lit¬ 
tle chance of a successful outcome. 

How do I find out more? 

Information on the areas covered 
by PCTs is available on the internet, 
or you can call NHS Direct. 

Many PCTs will have forms for 
claims which can be downloaded 
from their websites, or you can send 
a letter. A letter should say which 
period of care your request relates to 
and outline the reasons supporting 
or justifying your request. 

Keep a copy and send anything by 
recorded delivery. Although PCTs 
have staff dealing with these claims, 
it is sensible to have proof of delivery 
given that there is not long left to get 
these claims in.

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ROYAL MYSTERY 


Is this the lost tomb of legend? 


Nick Ames discovers what could be the grave of Richard Plantagenet 



A S DNA tests take place on the 
newly-discovered remains that 
could be those of King Richard 
III, we can reveal that a long-lost 
tomb in the Kent countryside may 
be the last resting place of his son 
- a man who could have ruled the realm but for 
one battle. 

In the grounds of a ruined church near 
Ashford, a grave inscribed with the words 
“Richard Plantagdnet 1550” lies, covered in 
the ivy of ages, by the shores of a lake. 

Romantic legend has long associated Eastwell 
Manor with the last survivor of the family of 
King Richard, who is reputed to have lived his 
life in anonymity after his father’s defeat by 
Henry Tudor at the Battle of Bos worth in 1485. 

Ironically, red roses, the emblem of Henry, 
now blossom close to the picturesque burial site 
in beautiful countryside close to the Pilgrims 
Way - a far cry from the possible burial place of 
his father, the defeated monarch, under a 
Leicester car park. 

The story of Richard - a man who, although 
illegitimate, could have been King of England - 
was first written down in a letter in 1733 by a 
man named Thomas Brett, a collector of myths 
and legends. Roaming the Kent countryside, he 
encountered the following tale... 

In 1545 the Lord of the Manor, Sir Thomas 
Moyle, was supervising building work when he 
noticed a quiet elderly man called Richard. 

While the other workmen drank or played 
dice, he read a book. While this was unusual for 
a man of his class at the time, more 
astonishingly, the volume was in Latin, the 
language of clerics and royalty. 

Sir Thomas questioned the old man and 
discovered that originally Richard had no idea 
who his parents were and had been brought up 
by a schoolmaster. But every so often a 
distinguished-looking stranger would ride into 
the estate and check on his progress. Then, 
when Richard was in his mid-teens, the mystery 
man arrived and asked him to go on a journey. 

The two rode to a camp filled with knights 
and men-at-arms preparing for battle and were 
taken into an ornate pavilion. The young man 


was then presented to a person in authority 
who is reputed to have said: “I am your father. 

If we win tomorrow’s battle, I will acknowledge 
you and provide for you. But if I am captured or 
killed, we will not meet again and for your own 
safety you must never speak of this.” 

Presumably bewildered, the young Richard 
reputedly replied: “Who are you, sir?” 

“Today I am Richard, King of England. 
Tomorrow, who knows?” was the reply. 

The following day, Richard died on the 
battlefield and his son retired into anonymity to 
become a stonemason’s apprentice on the estate 
where he had been brought up. 

Hearing the tale, Sir Thomas honoured the 
man who could have been his king by having 
a cottage built for him - this is now long gone. 
After Richard’s death, he provided the tomb. 

The initial account was contained in a book 
published in 173 5 by a man named Francis 
Peck and entitled Desiderata Curios a. 

The parish register of Eastwell contains an 
entry that states: “Rychard Plantagenet was 
buryed the xxjj day of Desember, A n no ut 
supra.” Next to the name is a mark believed 
to denote a person of aristocratic birth. The 
Latin phrase, which means “In the year above”, 
refers to the 15 50 at the top of the page and 


there is no suggestion the document is a fake. 

The register itself is believed to date from 
1598 and be the work of the vicar of the time, 
Josias Nicholls, who copied entries from existing 
documents after a church order across England 
that all records be copied into vellum books. 

The original register no longer exists and 
the copy is now part of the National Archives. 

Richard himself is said to have died at the 
age of 81 and the story was kept in circulation 
by members of the Finch family, who took over 
the estate. 

In 1861 a scholar named John Heneage 
Jesse investigated the reign of a man who 
was then regarded as one of the greatest 
villains of English literature, courtesy of 
William Shakespeare, who was writing at 
a time when King Henry’s descendent Elizabeth 
I was on the throne. 

Heneage’s Memoirs of King Richard III states: 
“Anciently, when any person of noble family 
was interred at Eastwell, it was the custom to 
affix a special mark against the name of the 
deceased in the register of burials. The fact is a 
significant one, that this aristocratic symbol is 
prefixed to the name of Richard Plantagenet. At 
Eastwell his story still excites curiosity and 
interest... A well in Eastwell Park still bears his 



name (there is no corroborating evidence for 
this); tradition points to an uninscribed tomb in 
Eastwell Church (the name has been concealed 
in the past through overgrown vegetation) as 
his last resting place; and lastly, the very 
handwriting which, more than three centuries 
ago, recorded his interment is still in existence.” 

St Mary’s Church, Eastwell, is a ruin and a 
sign on its walls states it is in the care of The 
Redundant Churches Trust, with the land still 
consecrated. The nave is destroyed, but the 
tower and some walls remain. 

According to a work entitled Kent Churches, 
published in 1954, the building fell into 
disrepair after damage during the Second World 
War and when the roof collapsed in 19 51 much 
of the glass and fabrics were taken to other 
places of worship. 

Some of the stonework and tombs were taken 
to the Victoria and Albert Museum and put into 
storage after being declared to be of historical 
significance. But, oddly, the Richard 
Plantagenet tomb was left in situ. 

The Ricardian, a magazine dedicated to 
all things Richard III, reaches the conclusion: 

“It is true to say though, that there is no 
evidence that the full legend is true. There 
is also none that it is untrue.”

A carnivore’s dream but fight any 
temptation to bite the waitress 


B reakfast might be the most 
important meal of the day for us 
Brits, but that shouldn’t mean 
dinner is dismissed as a routine 
necessity. 

If anything, it should be 
savoured, with the day’s stresses behind you 
and the chance to just stop and wind down. 

It certainly shouldn’t be rushed and - if we 
take a leaf out of our Continental neighbours’ 
book - it should be seen as a social occasion. 

So, to be sat in a restaurant at 10.30pm with 
the distinct feeling you’re holding up the 
waitress - from either going home to bed or 
perhaps hitting the town with friends - is not 
good. Especially on a Friday night. 

The Sixty Six Steakhouse is a great 
restaurant. One stroppy waitress shouldn’t 
tarnish its reputation and the rest of the waiting 
staff and the owner were friendly and attentive, 
even to the point of giving me a tour of the new 
establishment. And it is lovely, with smart 
decor, a rustic clay oven and paintings from a 
local artist on the walls. The menu is also 
packed with great dishes - a carnivore’s dream. 

I chose the scallops with black pudding, 
horseradish potato puree and mustard sauce 
and my guest the whitebait with salad and 
ciabatta. Both were delicious and the scallops

perfectly cooked. For our mains we chose the 
rack of ribs with a mustard sauce and lOoz 
ribeye steak with a peppercorn sauce. 

These days, it seems to be all about plates of 
barely-there food - artistic creations no more 
than the size of your palm using exquisite 
ingredients costing more than the waiting staff. 

So it was a treat to see a plate of food that 
would test Desperate Dan. The sight of the 
glistening ribs in sticky sauce was glorious, as 
was my guest’s huge steak. Our plates of meat 
came with side orders: onion rings, fondant 
potatoes, vegetables and thrice-cooked chips. 


The portions were slightly on the small side 
for the price of £3.20 each and the chips were 
more greasy than crunchy, but the meat was so 
delicious that all was forgiven. 

At this point, it was getting on to about 
10.30pm, not that late for a Friday night. 

Our friendly waiter from earlier was replaced 
by another, who didn’t seem impressed when 
we asked for the dessert menu. We ignored this 
and chose the Sixty Six Mess - a delicious 
bowlful of calorie-busting ‘mess’, full of cream, 
raspberries and other delights mixed together in 
a bowl... far from refined but tasty. 

My guest chose the white-chocolate 
cheesecake. Now I love salty food, absolutely 
adore it, but this was far too salty. We needed a 
coffee to wash down the delicious/salty desserts, 
but this was not appreciated by our new 
waitress, who practically huffed as we placed 
our order. OK, so it was closing on 11pm, but 
we’d sat down late to eat. Our meal at The Sixty 
Six Steakhouse was delicious minus the salty 
cheesecake, and the atmosphere lovely minus 
the surly waitress. The bill came to £72.

Property market stays 
constant in summer of 
Olympics and Jubilee

ACTIVITY in the UK housing mar¬ 
ket was fairly stable during August 
despite the distraction of the Olym¬ 
pic fortnight and the Jubilee cele¬ 
brations, according to the latest 
housing-market survey by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors. 

However, future predictions are 
not optimistic - surveyors are 
gloomy about the rest of the year, 
with 13 per cent expecting further 
drops in house prices. 

In the three months to August, 
chartered surveyors sold on aver¬ 
age 7.5 per cent of the homes on 
their books per month. 

Although this figure is lower 
than in many previous years - es¬ 
pecially those before the economic 
situation became downbeat - the 
proportion of sales to stock has 
remained relatively consistent 
throughout 2012. 

RICS says that in spite of this, 
with the Olympics having taken 


centre stage in the summer, the 
amount of potential buyers looking 
to view property saw a slight dip. A 
net balance of 9 per cent of survey¬ 
ors reported falls in demand. 

Alongside this, the number of 
new instructions was effectively 
unchanged on July. With the 
amount of fresh supply coming on 
to the market having remained 
relatively stable so far this year, 
surveyors report that sales are 
progressing where vendors are re¬ 
alistic with their asking prices. 

Looking ahead, chartered sur¬ 
veyors across the country predict 
transaction levels to pick up slight¬ 
ly, with 12 per cent of respondents 
expecting sales to rise rather than 
fall over the coming three months. 

The same cannot be said for 
future prices, however, with 13 per 
cent expecting further drops. 

“Little changed in the housing 
market last month,” said RICS 
spokesman Ian Perry. “The Olym¬ 
pics didn’t have any real impact on 
the proportion of sales going 


through. The amount of people 
looking at property fell slightly, 
but, generally speaking, demand 
held up well.” 

Overall, the housing market has 
struggled since the stamp-duty 
holiday for first-time buyers was 
withdrawn at the end of March, 
and confidence was hit by the 
weakening economy and the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis. 

The August report comes as 
housebuilders have enjoyed a rise 
in sales and profits, with Barratt 
Developments set to report strong¬ 
er profits and unveil a special 
dividend for shareholders. 

There is also wide-ranging re¬ 
gional variation when it comes to 
house prices, with Kent holding up 
reasonably well compared with 
other parts of the country, particu¬ 
larly the North and South West. 

Lower- and middle-range-value 
homes have been affected worse 
by the slump than high-value 
properties, which have largely kept 
their value.

JUST three months after the arrival of its all- 
new second generation Ceed hatchback, Kia has 
launched the estate version. 

As distinctive and stylish as its hatch sister, 
the new Sportwagon label adds to the newcom¬ 
er’s charisma by replacing the uninspiring ‘SW’ 
suffix of the old version. 

It’s a clever car, too; at just over 4.5 metres 
long, the Sportswagon is more compact than 
major European brand rivals, and just 15mm 
longer than the old car, yet offers greater 
‘luggability’ than most of the opposition, with 
528 litres up to the load cover with rear seats 
upright, and 1,642 litres up to the roof with the 
60:40 split rear seats folded flat. 

The boot floor is also flush with the tailgate 
opening for easy loading of heavy and bulky 
items, while rear seats fold completely for a flat 
load deck - as they should on a decent estate. 

There is an underfloor storage compartment 
too and side load areas, retractable luggage 
cover, load-securing net hooks, and 12-volt boot- 
mounted power socket. Roof rails are standard. 

So, while it has all of the mainstay hatch¬ 
back’s sportiness, style and technology, the 
Sportswagon offers more of the practicality and 
value that made its predecessor a hit for Kia in 
the UK fleet and business market. 

Like the SW, it was designed and engineered in 
Europe exclusively for Europe and is built at the 
brand’s start-of-the-art Zilina plant in Slovakia. 

And there’s an air of quality and driving 
pleasure about the new Ceed range generally, 
which makes it no surprise to learn that its 
development was benchmarked in particular 
against the VW Golf. 

Priced from £16,895, rising to £24,795, 
and also including Kia’s unique seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty, the Sportswagon 
is offered with two diesel engines: an 89bhp 
1.4-litre CRDi, and a 126bhp 1.6 CRDi with six- 
speed manual gearboxes. 

A six-speed auto is also available on the 1.6, 
but this does not feature Kia’s Intelligent Stop & 
Go (ISG) fuel-saving, emissions-reducing engine 
stop/start technology - standard on the manual 
versions. Stop & Go allows the 1.4-litre model to 
offer 67.3mpg on the combined cycle and low 
C02 emissions of just 109g/km, reducing 
Benefit-in-Kind taxation to just 15 per cent. 

Kia is keen to stress the attention to detail on 
the car, even down to the way the fuel-filler flap 
is released: in the Far East and North America, 
buyers like a separate release lever inside the 
car, but the new Ceed has the flap linked to the 
central locking system so that it can be opened 
with just a push - the way European customers 
like it. 

Generous standard kit includes tilt and 
telescopic steering wheel adjustment, height- 
adjustable driver’s seat, air con, steering wheel- 
mounted controls, electric front windows, 
iPod-compatible sound system and Bluetooth 
connectivity, plus alloys on all 1.6-litre versions.

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Peugeot 208 - 205’s second conning?

SINCE it launched the 205 supermini in 1983, 
Peugeot has sought to recreate its allure. 

Not just in sales, because its staggering 
5.3 million tally was actually topped by its 206 
successor’s 6.8 million, but also for the halo 
effect on the French marque itself. 

At a stroke, the 205 made the hitherto staid 
Peugeot seem as chic and progressive as Gallic 
sister brands Citroen and Renault. 

The most recent attempt to recreate this hero 
was the 207, which sold modestly and brought 
little lustre to the brand’s famous lion emblem. 

But its 208 replacement in June could be the 
second coming that Peugeot and its followers 
have longed for, delivering both volume and an 
uplift to the brand’s image. 

For a start, it’s arguably the best looking car in 
the supermini segment, but this is underpinned 
by great practicalities: a big cabin for its size; an¬ 
other of those latterday Peugeot quality interiors; 
and clever powertrains, with the economic/eco- 
friendly credentials now demanded by buyers. 

A lightweight 1.0-litre three-cylinder petrol 
engine is the potential star here, offering a road 
tax exempt 99g/km of CO2 that challenges dear¬ 
er diesel options with similar tax status. 

The 208 also rides well and feels nimble; Peu¬ 
geot has taken a lot of weight out of the car versus 
the 207 and all versions I’ve driven feel grippy 
and responsive, with the lighter petrol versions 
best and taking the greater share of sales. 

The new car comes in three and five-door 
configurations, starting at £9,995 for the three- 
door VTi 68bhp Access model. 

With a design that draws younger drivers - 
consumers who loved the 205 so much - the 
208’s attractions are enhanced by the brand’s 
innovative ‘Just Add Fuel’ (208 from £189/ 
month) fixed monthly price lease including in¬ 
surance. The only extras are fuel costs. 

Despite a sub-10 grand entry price, entry trim

level includes electric front windows and, sur¬ 
prisingly, cruise control, but you need to find 
£850 to trade up to Access + and get air con. 

At the other extreme, you get much more, as 
our £17,845 flagship Feline test car showed, 
though I question whether “Yeah, I bought a 208 
in Feline trim’’ is something that blokes will shout 
about when swapping car stories down the pub. 
So, this trim level may get renamed soon. 

I also doubt whether there is yet much call for 
highly-specc’d superminis, though we are con¬ 
stantly told how people want to to downsize from 
bigger cars - but keep their toys. 

One Feline luxury I really like though is the 
standard fit Cielo full-length glass roof; this one 
has little neon lights that come on around the 
edge at night time - very upmarket, too. 

The 208’s long wheelbase offers great comfort 
in the back and the Feline’s part leather seats are 


good, although the armrest interferes too much 
with handbrake operation -1 folded it up most of 
the time. 

The dashboard design is also a mixed bag. 
While it is good quality and features an excellent 
central display, it is the fashion now to wrap the 
facia design around into the door trim - neater 
and making the dash seem further away, there¬ 
by suggesting greater roominess. 

The 208’s dash butts up instead against nasty 
panels that fit over where the door mirrors are 
attached. 

All models also get steering wheel controls for 
the sound system, but that means we’ve lost the 
‘big pod’ steering column arrangement that I 
thought worked well; shades of VHS v Betamax 
and a surprising climb down really when the 
French fought so long against giving up yellow 
headlamp lenses - remember those?

PORSCHE’S unveiling of its all-wheel drive 911 
Carrera 4 and 4S models coincides with confir¬ 
mation the German sporting marque’s cars are 
the UK’s slowest depreciators. 

A report by Auto Express magazine and trade 
valuation experts at CAP, shows the 911 Carre¬ 
ra Cabriolet and smaller Boxster roadster will 
lose less than half their value after three 
years/30,000 miles - topping analysis of some 
40,000 other car models on the UK market. 

Not surprisingly, Porsche cites high demand 
for pre-owned models and their sustainability - 
around two-thirds of all Porsches ever built are 
still on the road today. 

It’s already been quite a year for the marque 
with the new 911 arriving in late 2011 and the 
new Boxster in May. 

Now there’s a new chapter for the latest 911, 
with the Carrera 4 mini range making its public 
debut at the Paris Motor Show next weekend in 
both Coupe and Cabriolet formats. 

Priced from £ 7 7,924 (Cabriolet from £86,583) 
they go on sale in the UK in December - ‘stand¬ 
ard’ Porsche 911s start at £71,449. 

The newcomers build on the traditional 911 
layout of rear engine/rear-wheel drive by gain¬ 
ing an all-wheel drive Porsche Traction Man¬ 
agement (PTM) system, for increased grip and 
power application, road-holding, and perform¬ 
ance in all weather conditions. 

A new dashboard indicator shows how engine 
torque or driving power is being shared between 
the front and rear axles at any moment. 


Wider rear wheel arches have been an identi¬ 
fying feature of these all-wheel drive models in 
previous 911 line-ups, and this is carried over by 
a 22mm arch extension to accommodate rear 
tyres that are 10mm wider. 

Apart from this and the 4x4 layout, the new 
Carreras are identical to their rear-driven sisters, 
sharing the same lightweight aluminium and 
steel composite body, suspension, engine choices 
and gearbox options. 


The bodywork is up to 65 kilos lighter than 
the previous car, allowing up to 16 per cent bet¬ 
ter fuel economy despite a hike in performance. 

All versions have a seven-speed manual gear¬ 
box as standard, but the company’s seven-speed 
Porsche Doppelkupplung (PDK) twin-clutch au¬ 
tomatic transmission is available as an option. 

The 911 Carrera 4 entry version’s 350bhp 
3.4-litre flat-six engine offers 0-62mph in just 
4.5 seconds (the Cabriolet needs 4.7) with a top 


speed of up to 17 7mph (Cabriolet 175mph). 

The 911 Carrera 4 S has a 400bhp 3.8-litre 
unit allowing 0-62mph in 4.1 seconds (Cabrio¬ 
let 4.3 seconds) and a top speed of 186mph 
(Cabriolet 184mph). A new option on the 911 
range is Adaptive Cruise Control (ACC), which 
controls distance to traffic ahead and vehicle 
speed and, when ordered with the PDK auto 
‘box, partners with on-board technology that 
can help prevent front-end collisions.

UNTIL the 1970s, only disabled 
people who could drive themselves 
received any Government help with 
transport. 

And this was usually a notoriously- 
unstable blue three-wheeler with 
room for the driver only - not much 
use for families. 

It all changed in 1978, with the 
launch of the Government-backed 
Motability charity, which calculated 
an allowance that disabled people 
could use towards a vehicle of their 
choice, removing the stigma of the 
blue ‘invacar’ and also opening up 
transport to people who relied on 
others to drive them. 

Since then, more than three million 
cars, scooters and powered wheel¬ 
chairs have been sourced through 
Motability, allowing disabled people 
to go shopping, do voluntary work, 
visit friends, go to the doctor, do sport, 
give a family member a lift or go on 
holiday - all things the motoring 
majority takes for granted. 

Some users have even been able to 
take up further education or pursue 
better jobs and careers, having been 
liberated hugely by their new-found 
mobility. 

The scheme was modified earlier 
this year, though, to both streamline 
the procedures and prevent some mis¬ 
use creeping into the system.

HOW exactly do you train to become 
a British Superbike champion? 

Tommy Hill, who is hoping to de¬ 
fend that title in the next month, 
knows the answer and it involves 
hours, upon hours, of solid work. 

Hill, who has led the standings for 
most of the season, starts that title de¬ 
fence at Assen this weekend in the 
first of the three Showdown rides, at 
the end of which the BSB champion 
will be crowned. 

But his work on the bike will only 
have been made possible by a gruel¬ 
ling weekly schedule of weights and 
cardiovascular training in the gym. 

While others may struggle to stick 
to such a demanding regime, the racer 
has the classic traits of a sportsman at 
the peak of their powers. 

Extremely competitive, and fully fo¬ 
cused on delivering success on the 
track, the 25-year-old admits he feels 
guilty for having a day away from 
training, and laughs at the idea that 
riders turn up and let the machines do 
all the work. Even if his Yamaha is ca¬ 
pable of hitting speeds of up to 
2 OOmph. 

“I guess it’s understandable that 
people think we just let the bike do all 
the work,” he explains. 

“ I could do that, but this is my ca¬ 
reer. It’s a full time job, whether it’s 
travelling up and down the country, 
doing PR and media or training from 
Monday to Saturday. 

“I never relax. If I’m in the gym and 
see someone standing on their head 
on one of the balls I want to do it one- 
handed. 

“I have chilled out a bit but my 
whole life is a competition.” 

His routine has changed down the 
years, and has needed to after injuries 
have restricted how much he can run 


without feeling uncomfortable. 

Gone are the days when he’ll trudge 
away on a treadmill. Instead he makes 
the most of mixing and matching gym 
equipment to reflect the forces he 
deals with when riding his bike. 

“We tried to work out how we could 
mimic what I need to do on a race 
bike, so we got the gym balls out and 
fell over a few times. But they work 
and they give me a full body work 
out,” he said. 

“If you want to train for football 
you can buy a pair of boots and a ball, 
but it’s harder to go testing on race 
bikes. Last year we didn’t test at all. ” 

It’s an obsession that doesn’t stop 
even when he’s off duty. “If I go on 
holiday I will be saying to myself, ‘are 
the other riders training? Will they be 
fitter than me?’ 

“If I have two days off I feel guilty 


which isn’t good.” 

Hill, from Beckenham insists that 
he is happy with himself if he knows 
he has done all he can in the gym and 
doesn’t worry about the pressure 
which is most definitely on now the 
Showdown series has arrived 

“If I’m winning races, second is no 
good,” he said. “This is what I do and 
I rely on myself and my team to keep 
calm. If I know I’ve done all I can with 
regards to training and being mental¬ 
ly prepared I’m happy, I don’t want to 
make the mistake of thinking I could 
have done more. 

“It’s a matter of taking it race by 
race and not planning or being too 
strategic about it all. We know we can 
win races. I’m just going to try and 
treat it like I did last year, I didn’t win 
a race (in the Showdown), but I raced 
to the rules.” 


REPORTER PUTS FITNESS TO THE TEST 


BY his own admission 
Tommy Hill's life is a 
competition, so there was 
no way I was ever going to 
bother challenging him. 

By nature I'm a competi¬ 
tive person, a casual runner, 
a bit of five-a-side football 
here and there, but the 
scale of the Tommy's 
weekly training regime 
makes me shudder. 

But I thought I'd give 
some of his exercises a go, 
even if only using a fraction 
of the effort he does. 

I was cautiously optimis- | 
tic I'd be able to keep pace 
as we started the eight mile 
cycle to the gym, but I was 
soon left for dead as 
Tommy set off at his full 
pace for a mile. I was 
supposed to keep up, but a 
lay-by came to my rescue in 
the first of a few breathers I 
took - we got there 
eventually. 

While Tommy's cardio¬ 
vascular fitness is good to 
say the least, he obviously 
needs to be able to hold on 
to his bike while experienc¬ 
ing some serious G-force. 

That's where the core 
strength exercises come 
into play. He doesn't spend 
hours pumping iron, but 
doing exercises that mimic 
the forces he'll be put under 
on a bike. 

Most involve shifting 
weights while balancing on 
the big gym balls, a method 
that tests his balance at the 
same time as testing 
multiple muscles to the 
max. 

Of course when it came 
to my turn, Tommy took 
great delight in watching 
me roll about on the ball foi 
a matter of seconds while 
trying to hold weights that 
sent me crashing to the 
floor - laughing became a 
theme throughout. 

After a breather it was 
time to head back, by a 
slightly shorter route, but 
not short enough.

BRICKIES chairman Andy Spice has called on 
Sittingbourne’s football fans to get behind the 
team as the club looks to bridge the financial gap 
left after their ground-share with Maidstone 
United ended in the summer. 

The Stones ended their stay at Bourne Park 
last season as they moved into their new £2.6m 
Gallagher Stadium in July meaning Sitting- 
bourne now miss out on rent, and matchday 
income from their Ryman One South rivals. 

While the Brickies would play away Maidstone 
United’s fans would bring in revenue at the bar, 
while the club would also pay rent to Sitting- 
bourne. But with that now gone and the econo¬ 
my still suffering, the club is struggling like many 
others at their level. 

“Finding sponsors is a nightmare,” said Spice. 
“We are down on our sponsorship by 80 per cent 
on what we have got the previous two years. 

“That has left us with a great big hole. We ex¬ 
pected to go into this season with money in the 
bank to go forward, but this year it has been aw¬ 
ful. It hasn’t done us any good at all, it’s made us 
struggle. 

“Maidstone leaving us made a difference. 
Without them we have lost a good income, a 
good revenue stream, so that hasn’t helped. We 
have got to find something to fill that gap. 

“Every season there is a small amount of debt, 
when we first took over it was horrendous 
around 10 years ago. We talking hundreds of 
thousands of pounds.

“It was a terrible state, to unravel it took a 
long time.” 

Lowly attendances have also caused concern 
for Spice who concedes the club could still be suf¬ 
fering from the fallout of financial ruin a decade 
ago when local businesses were on the wrong 
end of the club’s bankruptcy. 


“The profile of the club needs lifting. It had a 
bad reputation a few years ago when it went 
bust. It left a bad taste, you end of with people 
not really wanting to help. 

“We have got some great support, but you 
could do with that times 100. I took a walk up 
and down the street handing out leaflets about 
the game - some people looked at me like I was 
an alien, other people took them. 

“There is a lot of housing around here, you 
think you’d get a few more people involved. 
There is so much sport on television now you 
can sit and have a beer and watch Chelsea or Ar¬ 
senal on telly. 

“I think every non-league club is going to 
struggle with finances because you don’t get 
enough people at the club.” 

He said altering the ticket prices wasn’t an op¬ 
tion: “A concession is £4 and it’s £8 for an adult, 
the league stipulate it has to be a certain amount 
of money. ” 

He said he hoped the new enthusiasm shown 
by joint-managers, brothers Jim and Danny 
Ward, will encourage stay-away supporters to 
pack Bourne Park once again. 

“I hope that will make a difference having 
Danny and Jim getting people involved,” he said. 
“They are a great couple of lads. They are really 
keen and enthusiastic, you’d think they had only 
just started, but they’ve been in the game for 
years. 

“It’s a breath of fresh air to be honest. They are 
first class, I’ve been really impressed with them. 
They are always busy trying to improve and do 
things.”

“I’m really impressed with all the boys that 
have come in, Andy Strawson has come in and 
really impressed me, and young Joe Bliss has hit 
the ground running, he’s got great potential.”
